The facts in the case are as follows: 
Charles Raher, agent for a Kansas City 
liquor house, was arrested for selling 
liquor in Topeka after the passage of 
the Wilson Bill. The defendant applied 
to the United States Circuit Court for 
a writ of habeas@orpus, admitting that 
he sold liquor as Gharged, but claiming 
inasmuch as the Kansas prohibition 
law was enacted before the Wilson 
Bill, that the Wilson Bill did not apply. 
Judges Foster and Puellips sustained 
the view and granted the writ.

The Treasury De- 
partment has issued a circular to cus- 
toms officers on the subject of the i 
portation of meat cattle, in pursuans 
of the meat inspection act. It sus- 
pends the designations of customs, 
ports and districts named as quaran- 
tined stations by the Secretary of Ag- 
riculture, by virtue of section 20 of 
the Tariff Bill. It suspends the prohi-

Pineapple Ice Easily Made. 

Pineapple water ice is one of the most 
delicious, and it can be made nearly all the 
year around, as good pineapple can most 
always be gotten in market. Cut a small,’ 
ripe pineapple in two. Nearly all of the 
pineapples are fine for this purpose except- 
ing the Porto Rico pines. Pare and peal 
one-half neatly, then cut it into small 
pieces. Place these pieces in the mortar 
and pound them thoroughly to a pulp. 
Ten minutes will suffice for this. Add 
half a pound of powdered sugarand pound 
again for ten minutes. Transfer the whole 
into a vessel. Squeeze in the juice of three 
sound lemons, then pour in a quart of cold 
water and mix well with a spatula for two 
minutes. Strain through a fine sieve into 
the freezer, adding two egg whites beaten 
to a stiff froth; then beat well for one min- 
ute more. Cover with the lid and freeze.— 
New York World.
